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IPA Meets in Des Moines 


35th Convention Sets Records 


Another successful year of operation 
of the Iowa Press association was cli- 
maxed by the association’s 35th annual 
convention in Des Moines, April 13, 14 
and 15. New records were set by the 
224 registrations at the convention and 
the attendance of 563 persons at the 
annual banquet. 

President Lester G. Benz reported a 
membership of 431 newspapers in the 
association, representing 96 percent of 
the eligible papers in the state. The to- 
tal of advertising business handled for 
association members in the year was 
$230,950.26. The convention voted to 
approve the establishment of the ad- 
vertising department as a separate cor- 
poration, Iowa Press Advertising serv- 
ice. 

PRESIDENT 

Paul C. Smith of Rock Rapids was 
elected president; Carl Sexauer, Og- 
den, vice-president; S$. E. Tennant, Col- 
fax, recording secretary; and Ralph 
Shannon, Washington, treasurer. 

J. C. Moore of the Winterset Madi- 
sonian and Willard D. Archie of the 
Shenandoah Evening Sentinel were 
elected to the board of directors. D. E. 
Dewel of the Algona Advance and John 
Burrows of the Belle Plaine Union were 
re-elected, and Lloyd McCutcheon of 
the Sibley Gazette-Tribune and R. P. 
Strauch of the Elgin Echo were hold- 
over members. 

Master editor-publisher awards were 
presented to John Huston of the Ot- 
tumwa Courier, W. W. Overholser of 
the Sibley Gazette-Tribune and E. 
Tennant of the Colfax Tribune. 
SMALL Cuinic 

Talks on care of presses, casting and 
stereotyping and a group discussion 
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highlighted the meeting of small weekly 
newspapers Friday morning. 

Dan J. P. Ryan, Parkersburg Eclipse; 
Neil Maurer, Laurens Sun; and Allen 
Wortman, Malvern Leader, were  co- 
chairmen of the meeting. 


What a publisher can tell, an adver- 
tiser who thinks he should have a lower 
rate because he furnishes his own mats 
was one question discussed. Several 
publishers mentioned that for a small 
ad, about the same amount of time is 
required for casting or hand-setting. 


Other publishers said they charged ex- 
tra for involved composition, and in 
effect did have lower rates for adver- 
tisers who furnished mats. 


A minimum advertising charge dis- 
cussion brought forth the opinion of 
one publisher that it’s worth a trip to 
the IPA convention to learn that there 
should be at least a dollar charge on 
any display ad. 

Bank statements came in for some 
attention with opinion favoring an ade- 
quate charge despite complaints. Iowa 
publishers should tell complaining cus- 
tomers that they will abide by whatever 
rate the state printer sets, Dan Ryan 
said. 

How Axsout Ap CHANGES 

Whether or not publishers should 
charge for last-minute changes in ads 
was discussed. Prevailing opinion of the 
meeting was that the answer depends 
on the customer — if he consistently 
brings in late changes in copy he should 
be charged extra. 

A.G. VanderLinde of the Hammond 
Machinery corporation discussed cast- 
ing and stereotyping. “Care of Presses” 
was discussed by William McDonald, 
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McDonald Printing service in Des 
Moines. 

In the group clinic for large weeklies 
the co-chairmen were L. E. Treman of 
the Rockwell City Advocate, R. M. Wes- 
terfield of the West Union Union, Ken- 
neth Sidey of the Greenfield Free Press 
and Lloyd McCutcheon of the Sibley 
Gazette-Tribune. 

Westerfield said that promotional re- 
sponsibility in the community rested on 
the newspaper, and that this made good 
advertising and circulation policies nec- 
essary. He favored the use of prizes as 
circulation getters, and a_ special soli- 
citor in the field in the summer. 

Use FRANKLIN PRICES 

The most of those present in this 
group indicated that they used the 
Franklin price list on job work. Use of a 
time clock was suggested as helping to 
make shop time available for job work. 
One solution of the problem of the rush 
job was to pass the extra cost of pro- 
duction along to the customer. 

To get country correspondence in on 
Monday, Kenneth Sidey said members 
of the staff drove out in two directions 
from Greenfield and brought it in. Wes- 
terfield suggested getting correspond- 
ents to send letters in sections, on Sat- 
urday, Monday and Tuesday. 

To meet “shopper” competition it was 
suggested that a publisher could start 
a shopper more cheaply than he could 
buy one. Publishers were urged to rec- 
ognize that in towns of 2,500 or larger 
competition would be inevitable. 

Urces SINGLE RATE 

Tom Purcell of the Hampton Chron- 
icle urged adoption of a single rate for 
national and local advertising. He car- 
ried his argument also to the semi- 
weekly group. 

The semi-weekly clinic was under di- 
rection of Phil Jarnagin of the Storm 
Lake Register and Carl Hamilton of 
the Iowa Falls Citizen. 

There was considerable discussion of 
advertising rates, with the discovery 
that at least two papers were getting 
70 cents an inch, and another 63. 

Discussion of the relative merits of 
carriers and mail delivery revealed a 
turn away from the carrier system. 
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Much interest was evinced in the 
possibilities of the Fairchild engraver 
and the Polaroid Land camera, both of 
which were being demonstrated in the 
convention area. Some publishers indi- 
cated they were using these devices al- 
ready with success. 

ComPpLiMENts Iowa AcTiviTy 

Complimenting Iowa on its large par- 
ticipation in affairs of the National Ed- 
itorial association, Joe T. Cook, NEA 
president, Friday afternoon observed 
that Iowa has two national past presi- 
dents, more committee chairmen than 
any other state, and sends larger dele- 
gations to the national conventions. An 
active association member will produce 
a better newspaper, he averred. Pres- 
ident Cook, who is publisher of the Mis- 
sion (Texas) Times, described the NEA 
as “the voice of 5,600 non-metropolitan 
papers.” He outlined the association’s 
services, urged the importance of ob- 
jective reporting and — of the free- 
dom of the press as belonging to the 
people. 

Circulation mail rates, advertising poli- 
cies, and the IDPA sports program were 
the topics of discussion at the dailies’ 
conference. Ralph E. Shannon, publisher, 
Washington Evening Journal, presided. 
Bob Hogan, news director, IDPA News 
Service, gave a report on the all-state 
athletic teams program and urged greater 
cooperation from member sports editors. 

“Newspaper Typography” was the to- 
pic of Howard King of Intertype cor- 
—_ His theme was that “we are 
iving in an age in which we are fight- 
ing for people's spare time.” This means 
that advertisers must produce more in- 
teresting advertisements and that pub- 
lishers must produce more attractive 
newspapers. He urged publishers to get 
rid of old type faces, to buy one or two 
new faces, including the whole famil 
in those faces. Modern printing, he said, 
will be on better paper, will be more 
pictorial, will be constantly changing 
and will have more color. With a series 
of slides he illustrated the evolution of 
advertising style through recent dec- 
ades, emphasizing the decrease in 
number of words and the advent of 
white space and color. 
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Cuttinc Your Propuction Costs 

“Cutting Your Production Costs” was 
the topic of Prof. Leslie G. Moeller, 
head of the school of journalism at the 
State University of Iowa. From the time- 
motion study engineers he passed along 
the following suggestions that can be 
applied to any given operation: Can 
you simplify this operation? Can you 
eliminate certain steps? Can you com- 
bine certain steps? Can you reduce 
distance covered in this operation? 

For job training he said every detail 
could be subjected to six questions: 
Why is it necessary? What is its pur- 
pose? Where should it be done? When 
should it be done? Who is best qualified 
to do it? What is the best way to do it? 
NATIONAL SET-UP IMPROVED 


Featured speaker at the annual ban- 
quet was Frank Leslie of Minneapolis, 
vice-president of the Leslie Paper com- 
pany, who discussed the Hoover com- 
mission report and what the “politicians 
in Washington” might do with it. He 
suggested that much already had been 
accomplished. In national defense there 
has been much saving in administra- 
tion, while more men have been placed 
in combat units. He also thought the 
state department was being well re- 
organized. Bills have been prepared to 
eliminate political appointment of post- 
masters and to enable the postoffice 
department to keep its own books. If 
these two reforms should be made he 
said it would not be necessary to raise 
postal rates. In the matter of medi- 
cal service he said the cost of the vet- 
erans’ administration program would 
“tise and rise and rise.’ 

“Government aid is a habit forming 
drug,” Mr. Leslie declared. “Prosperity 
is a result of productivity under free- 
dom.” Illustrating the possibility of in- 
creased productivity through mechani- 
cal he cited both the in- 
creased output of paper making ma- 
chinery over ten years ago and also 
the increased eh 5 of printing presses. 
CONVENTION AT BREAKFAST 


An innovation in the Saturday morn- 
ing program made the members’ break- 
fast a part of the program, the meet- 
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ing then continuing at the breakfast 
table. This device brought out so large 
an early attendance that its repetition 
at future conventions was promised. 

“Evaluating Your Newspaper Proper- 
ty” was the topic of Wayne Peterson of 
Moorhead, Minnesota. He suggested 
seven factors as entering into the pro- 
per evaluation of a newspaper proper- 
ty: 
1. Gross volume. This should be an 
average over a period of years, prob- 
ably the three past years. 

2. Net profit, for at least three years. 

3. Paid circulation. 

4. Rate structure. 

5. Equipment. 

6. Building and_ location. 

7. The field to be served. 


RE-worKING MUNICIPAL CopDE 

Representative Morse Crosier, pub- 
lishér of the Coggon Monitor, discussed 
the work of the Iowa legislative code 
revision committee, especially with re- 
ference to the municipal statute study. 

Municipal law comprises one-third of 
the total code, he explained. There are 
2,800 sections, and the last revision was 
in 1897. He said the committee was 
proceeding on the theory of more self 
determination for cities and towns, so 
far as is consistent with good govern- 
ment. He insisted that the form of gov- 
ernment should not affect the funda- 
mental powers of the municipalities. 

Representative Crosier said he hoped 
for a special section in the code on pub- 
lishing laws. He would eliminate the 
posting of notices and would provide a 
penalty for failure to publish required 
official notices. 
Waces Rise; Hours Drop 

The pricing of job printing was dis- 
cussed by H. J. Ward, treasurer of the 
Porte Publishing company of Salt Lake 
City. Although printing prices are a 
matter of policy, he observed, they 
must eventually be based on costs. The 
flow of time is most important. The 
company cannot profit if management 
does not bring the business in. There- 
fore the cost of management must be 
included with the other costs. 

To show how wages have gone con- 
stantly up and the work week at the 
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same time has steadily shortened, the 
speaker cited records of a Minneapolis 
printing concern, as follows:

1900 .30 54 
1910 37h 48 
1920 87% 48 
1930 95% 44 
1940 1.07% ° 40 
1949(end of) 2.35 87k 


PurcHasinG Power HIGHER 

For a comparison of the purchasing 
power of labor Mr. Ward cited figures 
on the cost of flour and meat. In 1900 
an hour's work would purchase 11 
pounds of flour. In 1950 it would pur- 
chase 50 pounds. 

With reference to meat there was less 
change. The labor that in 1900 would 
purchase 200 pounds of meat would in 
1950 purchase 250 pounds. 

In 1920 it required eight hours of la- 
bor to earn the price of 1000 letter- 
heads, where now it requires only five 
hours. 

Investment of machinery per em- 
ployee rose as follows: in 1939, $1294; 
1900, $2500; 1949, $4000. 

A drop from 40 to 37 1-2 hours a 
week places an added burden of 6 2/3 
percent on the new week, Mr. Ward 
pointed out. A drop from 40 to 35 hours 
is a matter of 14 1/3 percent. 

Warns oF OTHER Costs 


He also warned that the cost of paid 
vacations, holidays and social security 
should be added to the hourly wage 
and would amount to 25.8 cents addi- 
tional per hour. 

In the matter of machine deprecia- 
tion he pointed out that if a $6000 ma- 
chine achieved 70 percent production in 
a 40 hour week and if holidays and 
vacations were taken into considera- 
tion, the depreciation on the machine 
would be 46 cents an hour. 

“The amount of time worked will 
keep going down,” the speaker predicted. 

In explaining his plan for art service 
to Iowa publishers, George Semple of 
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Des Moines expressed the hope that by 
distributing his services to a ce num- 
ber of small users he would have a 
more even flow of work than if he 
served only two or three large clients. 
This was the basis for his cooperative 
arrangement with the Iowa Press asso- 
ciation and its members. 

The Western Newspaper Union enter- 
tained with its i stag party Thurs- 
day evening before the convention, and 
the IPA staff held open house. The an- 
nual banquet was by courtesy of the 
Greater Des Moines committee. 

The Friday noon address at the mem- 
bers’ luncheon was by Arthur Bray- 
ton, director of the Des Moines con- 
vention bureau, who spoke on the im- 
portance of public relations. The la- 
dies’ luncheon was by courtesy of the 
Des Moines convention bureau. 


At the first IPA convention in i916, 
400 persons were there, representing 153 
Iowa newspapers. Arthur Brisbane was 
the featured speaker. The Estherville 
Democrat won a prize offered by the 
Des Moines Register and Tribune for 
best front page makeup.

The title of master editor-publisher 
was conferred upon three veteran Iowa 
newspapermen at the annual convention 
of the Iowa Press association in Des 
Moines, April 14. Recipients of the award 
were: 

John Huston of the Ottumwa Courier. 

Willis W. Overholser of the Sibley 
Gazette-Tribune. 

Stanton E. Tennant of the Colfax 
Tribune. 

These awards bring to 55 the number 
of Iowa editors and publishers upon 
whom this honor has been conferred. 

The plaques were presented at the 
annual convention banquet by Prof. Ken- 
neth R. Marvin, head of the department 
of technical journalism of Iowa State 
college, who served this year as chair- 
man of the committee making the se- 
lections. 

The plaques carried the traditional in- 
scription, that the winner has “worked 
hard, lived honorably, thought soundly, 
influenced unselfishly and is thus en- 
titled to highest honor in his profession.” 


JOHN HUSTON 

John Huston is well along in his 53rd 
year with the Ottumwa Courier, where 
he began work as a newspaper street 
seller and bootblack, Nov. 5, 1897. He 
received $4 a week for carrying a route. 

He advanced in the circulation de- 
partment until he became manager. 
During the time he was head of that 
work he inaugurated and put into oper- 
ation a number of changes for its bet- 
terment. The circulation department had 
strong development while he managed 
it. 

From there he went into the auditing 
department of the Courier, then to the 
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advertising section. That department, 
too, was put on a firmer basis and

new methods introduced by Mr. Hus- 


ton. 

From advertising manager, he became 
business manager. At the time of the 
death of James F. Powell, in July of 
1928, Mr. Huston was made publisher 
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of the Courier, a position he has held 
since, during a period of distinct growth 
for the paper. 

While the newspaper has always been 
the objective of his first attention, John 
Huston has interested himself in many 
outside activities. He long has been 
active in community and civic affairs, 
state and regional newspaper associa- 
tions.

He edited 
and published this newspaper until it 
was consolidated with the Osceola Coun- 
ty Tribune in 1931. Retaining a half 
interest in the Sibley Gazette-Tribune, 
he writes the editorials and a column

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tral committee from 1911 to 1923. He 
was postmaster of Sibley from 1923 to 
1936. 

During World War II, he was active on 
the home front, and, among other civi- 
lian activities, held the chairmanship 
of the Osceola county war rationing 
board and of the war activities com- 
mittee.

Five Resolutions Passed 


By the 1950 Convention 


Promotion of highway safety was 
urged upon Iowa ae in resolutions 
passed at the 1950 convention of the 
Iowa Press association. Congress was 
cautioned against ill-considered raising 
of second-class postal rates and was 
urged to stop the government printing 
office’s below-cost business in envelopes 
and post cards. These, with other re- 
solutions passed, were as follows: 

Be Ir RESOLVED: 


1. That whereas the annual loss of 
life through acciderts, on the highways 
and elsewhere, has reached an capsl- 
ing figure, we urge that the members 
of our profession and others use their 
influence to promote the objectives of 
the Iowa Safety congress and to co- 
operate with it. 

2. That whereas the congress of the 
United States is considering a measure 
to raise second-class rates, that 
the Iowa Press association recommend 
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to the congress that such action be pre- 
ceded by a thorough survey and study 
of the actual cost of handling such mat- 
ter; and that the congress remember 
that the part played by the newspapers 
in keeping the public informed, at the 
lowest possible cost to the subscriber, 
is a keystone of a strong democratic 
form of government. 

3. That whereas the postal depart- 
ment, while operating at a deficit, has 
consistently engaged in the printing 
business, furnishing envelopes and post 
cards at far less than prevailing com- 
mercial rates, that the congress should 
pass legislation now pending before it 
to reduce and eliminate the depart- 
ment’s competition with private busi- 
ness. 

4. That whereas the Iowa Press asso- 
ciation has enjoyed an unusually suc- 
cessful and enjoyable convention in Des 
Moines, that we extend our thanks to 
those who have made our visit here en- 
joyable; to our hosts, the Greater Des 
Moines committee; to the management 
of the Hotel Fort Des Moines; to our 
visiting speakers, namely Arthur Bray- 
ton, Frank Leslie, Prof. Leslie Moeller, 
Howard King, H.J. Ward and Joe Cook, 
for bringing to us valuable and _ in- 
structive ideas. 

5. That whereas the Iowa Press asso- 
ciation has completed a successful year, 
that the membership extends its thanks 
and appreciation to President Les Benz 
and the members of the board of di- 
rectors; to Don Reid and the staff of the 
central office.

AssociaTION Is OUTSTANDING 

Iowa for many years has had one of 
the outstanding associations in the 
newspaper field. For that our predeces- 
sors in the press field in Iowa must be 
given full credit. Our central office is 
efficient and it is effective. It can 
accomplish almost any task that we hand 
it — if we will give it the support and 
confidence it merits. 

During 1950-51 it is hoped that we 
can bring the association into every 
newspaper and printing office in Iowa. 
There we want to lend such assistance 
as we can in helping the individual get 
the most out of IPA and out of the pro- 
fession. We hope that members of the 
association will make their problems 
known. Probably all of us have about 
_the same troubles, and through associa- 
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tion efforts possibly we can find some 
answers. 
More PrinTERS NEEDED

Possibly with the 
aid of our fine printing laboratory at 
Iowa City and the facilities at Iowa 
State college we can find additional 
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answers that will give the small town 
publishers a break. Towards that end 
we must first of all find out the critical 
problems — and then turn loose on 
these problems the resources available 
to IPA. 

We would like to see concerted ef- 
forts made in our schools of journalism 
towards interesting the top people of 
the classes to train for, and then go into, 
the community newspaper field. In that 
activity we have fallen flat on our faces 
as compared with the other media of 
journalism. 


Witt SEEK BOOKKEEPING AIDs 

We do not agree with the oft quoted 
remarks about what a poor business- 
man the weekly newspaper publisher 
is — but from our own experience we 
know that there are many improve- 
ments which can be made. During the 
coming years we intend to invite some 
of the outstanding office equipment 
to study our prob- 
ems and hope that they will come w 
with some ibe and equipment whic 
will take some of the accounting load 
off the backs of our small town publish- 
ers — and at a price which will make 
it profitable for small town publishers 
to install. 

It is not our intention in any way to 
emphasize the commercial and mech- 
anical ends of the publishing business 
at the expense of the news and edi- 
torial departments — but no newspaper 
can long be worth much to its com- 
munity unless it is a money maker — 
and the better money maker it is the 
better it will be for the community. 
TakE Community LEADERSHIP 

We're going to urge all newspaper 
folks to get into key positions in their 
communities and work. The small town 
community — and there is no other 
kind here in Iowa — can size its editors 
up very competently, The words the 

itor writes and the thoughts he ex- 
presses are bound to be conditioned 
very markedly by what the editor does. 

If there is any way in which we as 
newspaper people can help fight the 
spread of communism, of the other ide- 
ologies which would rob our nation of 
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its greatness, its ple of their free- 
dom; it is to help build strong com- 
munities at home. If we do that there 
is little to fear, for our state and our 
nation are only groups of small com- 
munities. 

Iowa Press association in 1950-51 will 
do just about the job you want done 
— because it is your association — and 
we who happen to be its officers are 
merely the guys who will try to carry 
out your wishes.
